Most 
stay for about nine months. The fa¬ 
cility that opened in Elizabethtown 
in 2007 is one of the centers across 
the state operated by Sunrise 
Children's Services.

Plans are being made to 
commemorate the 
150th anniversary of 
Civil War battles in 
Richmond and PerTy- 
vitle. 

The Battle of Rich¬ 
mond, winch was foLjgbl 
on Aug, 30, 1362, will 
commemorate its ses 
quicentcnnial Aug. 25 
26 in Madison County. 
Then, from Oct, 5“7, 
there will be a re-enact- 
menL of the Battle of 
Perryville^ which was 
the largest Civil War 
conflict in Kentucky, 
The actual battle was 
foughT Oct, 8, 1862. 

The Battle of Perry 
ville led to the Con 
federacy giving up its as 
pirations lor Kentucky, 
which afterward re¬ 
mained loyal to the 
Union. 

The reenactment 
will be the first at 
Perry ville in which mili¬ 
tary participants will re¬ 
trace the routes that 
Union and Confederate 
soldiers used to arrive 
on the field. 

During the Battle of 
Richmond, Confederate 
soldiers pushed Union 
troops back past the 
Kentucky River in swei 
tering hear 

"It was so hot you 
could wade the Ken¬ 
tucky River in a lot of 
places^ said Paul Ro 
rninger, man aging d i 
rector of the Battle of 
Richmond Association, 
*A few soldiers waded 
across and went toward 
Winchester^ 

A 45-minute re-en¬ 
actment will take place 
al Battlefield Park on 
U.S, 42 J soutli of Rich 
mond on Aug, 25. On 
Aug. 26, there will be a 


re-enactment of a 30- 
mmuie skirmish on 
property that now be 
longs to the Blue Grass 
Army Depot. The de¬ 
pot's property- includes 
about 600 acres of bat¬ 
tleground wilh interpre¬ 
tive signs that tel) about 
the battle. 

“The Army says this 
is only the second time 
that a Civil War re-en¬ 
actment has been done 
on a federal base,”

Confederate gains in 
Kentucky didn't last 
long - they were lost in 
lhe Battle of Perry ville.

Bernanke defends 
Fed response 
to financial crisis

WASHINGTON — Chairman Ben Bernanke 
said Friday the Federal Reserve was left with few 
options when it slopped in to shore up the largest 
LIS. financial institutions during the 21X18 crisis, 
Bernanke defended the central bank's actions to 
support insurance giant American International 
Group and help with the sale of investment bank 
Bear Steams, during a speech to a New York confer¬ 
ence examining the crisis. 

While there were risks associated with that sup¬ 
port, Bernanke said the billions of dollars in loans 
the Fed provided were backed by adequate collater¬ 
al and laxpayers did not lose money. And he noted 
the Fed and other U S. regulators are better posi¬ 
tioned to deal with a crisis because Congress passed 
an overhaul of financial regulations in 2010.

ISSUE: Hardin County’s health 
OUR VIEW: There’s room for improvement 


Earlier this month, the Coun¬ 
ty Health Ranking listed Hardin 
County as the 15th healthiest of 
Kentucky’s 120 counties. 

Although the county dropped 
from its rank of 14 in 2011, there 
were some good nuggets - and 
not the fast-food kind - to be 
found in the report. 

For example, Hardin 
County’s rates for premature 
death, excessive drinking and 
motor vehicle crash deaths were 
lower than state averages. 

Also, adult smoking in 
Hardin County fell 1 percent to 
26 percent, according to the re¬ 
port issued by The Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation and 
University of Wisconsin Pop¬ 
ulation Health Institute. 

The rankings indicate resi¬ 
dents in Hardin County have 
better access to health care than 
most other counties, too. 

Finda Sims, director of 
Lincoln Trail District Health 
Department, said the rankings 
show the county has a great 
number of primary care physi¬ 
cians and quality clinical care. 
Still, residents’ lack of health in¬ 
surance and inability to afford 
medical care is the root of many 
problems. 

The report showed 15 per¬ 
cent of Hardin Countians 
younger than 65 had no health 
insurance. That’s an improve¬ 
ment from 22 percent last year. 

In general, the community 
has seen success in the health 
arena and a high spot in a state 
ranking is a bright spot. 

As Sims said, the ranking is 
based on limited information 


and can be used to generally de¬ 
fine where Hardin County 
stands and inspire improvement. 

Let’s make improvement the 
focus. 

Hardin County has much 
room for improvement in two of 
the most controllable health fac¬ 
tors measured, smoking and 
obesity. These factors - com¬ 
monly a matter of choice — hold 
strong links to diabetes, heart 
disease and cancer. 

The county’s adult obesity 
rate was 26 percent, slightly less 
than the statewide average of 27 
percent. That’s based on the 
number of adults who reported 
a body-mass index of 30 or 
higher. As for smoking, 26 per¬ 
cent of adult Hardin Countians 
smoke, compared to 27 percent 
statewide. 

It’s interesting that one of the 
state’s 15 healthiest counties 
comes so close to the state aver¬ 
ages in these areas. 

Kentucky, by the way, is one 
of the country’s least healthy 
states. 

The recent county-by-county 
report is similar to the state-by- 
state report, America’s Health 
Ranking. In 2011, the most re¬ 
cent report available, Kentucky 
ranked 43rd. The state’s 
strengths were listed as a low 
prevalence of binge drinking 
and a low violent crime rate. 
Weaknesses cited included high 
rates of smoking, obesity, pre¬ 
ventable hospitalizations and 
cancer death. 

Being good in a not-so-good 
place is not necessarily a brag¬ 
ging point.

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Fragile vote system at core of democracy 


Y ou would think that 
after more than two 
centuries of prac¬ 
tice, we’d know all about 
running efficient and accu¬ 
rate elections. Voting, after 
all, is the great shared ritu¬ 
al of democracy. 

Elections make real the 
consent of the governed 
and provide legitimacy to 
our government. Regi¬ 
stering to vote should be 
convenient and voting it¬ 
self should be efficient and 
pleasant, with machines 
operating properly, regis¬ 
tration lists accurate and 
current, fraud minimized 
and disputes handled fair¬ 
ly. Citizens should see 
their votes as both a right 
and a privilege and be 
proud they are citizens in a 
democracy. 

Yet as the November 
elections approach, the 
systems by which they’re 
run seem more belea¬ 
guered and fragile than 
ever. Recently, the Pew 



Center on the States found 
that about 51 million eligi¬ 
ble citizens aren’t regis¬ 
tered at all and roughly 
one in eight voter registra¬ 
tions in the U.S. — that’s 24 
million — are either no 
longer valid or are inaccu¬ 
rate. 

Voter rolls are riddled 
with errors. Some voters 
are registered to vote in 
two or even three states si¬ 
multaneously, and voters 
are unable to cast their bal¬ 
lots because of some unre¬ 
solved - and usually un¬ 
witting — problem with 
their registration. 

Since 2011 began, 16 
states have passed new 
laws that for the most part 
have made voting more 
difficult. Some now require 


government-issued photo 
ID; some have restricted 
early voting; others have 
placed hurdles in the way 
of registering to vote. The 
results will make it harder 
to vote this year for some 
5 million Americans, ac¬ 
cording to the Brennan 
Center for Justice at NYU 
Law School. 

The disagreements over 
our election laws are gen¬ 
uine and long-standing. 
Some officials want these 
new restrictions on voting 
to prevent fraud. Others 
counter fraud rarely hap¬ 
pens and argue new re¬ 
strictions are making it 
harder for the young and 
minorities to vote. Some 
believe higher voter 
turnout is undesirable; oth¬ 
ers that government ought 
to do everything it can to 
boost turnout. 

Voter fraud is no joke. 
The integrity of the ballot 
is critical to the legitimacy 
of democracy. But while 


there is disagreement over 
the extent of fraud, two 
things about it seem to be 
clear: yes, it occurs; and 
no, there’s no epidemic of 
it. Treating fraud seriously 
and giving legitimate vot¬ 
ers access to the ballot are 
equally important. 

Much of the debate to¬ 
day on election laws cen¬ 
ters around whether voters 
should be required to 
show photo identification 
at the polls. For most vot¬ 
ers, producing a driver’s li¬ 
cense is no big deal, but 
roughly one in 10 
Americans don’t have 
identification — they don’t 
drive or travel by plane 
and don’t have a passport, 
but they’re still citizens 
who are qualified to vote. 

Can we ensure those 
who vote really are enti¬ 
tled to do so, while at the 
same time making it as 
convenient as possible for 
all who are entitled to cast 
their ballots? 


Many officials who fa¬ 
vor a photo ID pay scant 
attention to making identi¬ 
fication easily available. It 
needs to be free of charge 
and readily obtainable for 
everyone who’s eligible. 
States that impose photo 
IDs need to take the next 
step of reaching out to vot¬ 
ers through more offices, 
including mobile offices, 
and other affirmative ef¬ 
forts. This would help as¬ 
suage the concerns of mi¬ 
nority groups that voter ID 
laws are aimed at blocking 
them from voting. Some 
civil rights leaders believe 
after a few election cycles, 
voter IDs might actually 
boost minority participa¬ 
tion because they’ll give 
voters confidence that they 
won’t be challenged. 

Requiring voters to 
identify themselves with a 
photo ID is a safeguard 
that helps build confidence 
in the system. But it has to 
be accompanied by an ag¬ 


gressive effort to reach 
qualified voters. 

Improving elections will 
be neither easy nor inex¬ 
pensive. States need to 
make elections administra¬ 
tion a top priority - updat¬ 
ing systems and eliminat¬ 
ing errors, doing more to 
register citizens, making 
voting convenient and pro¬ 
moting information on reg¬ 
istration and the voting 
process. 

Surely it’s worth it. The 
legitimacy of our system of 
voting is strengthened by 
increased access for citi¬ 
zens and their confidence 
that votes are counted ac¬ 
curately and securely. Elec¬ 
tions are contests over 
power. Ensuring that 
Americans have no reason 
to doubt the results is vital 
to our system’s health.

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North Korea launches fiasco along with rocket 


North Korean policy as 
regards the outside world 
seems to run on a tape 
loop: a provocative act, 
followed by an agreement 
not to repeat it in ex¬ 
change for aid; renege and 
then repeat. 

Last month, the Obama 
administration reached an 
agreement to provide sub¬ 
stantial food aid to that 
starving nation in ex¬ 
change for suspending ura¬ 
nium enrichment and 
long-range missile tests 
and allowing international 
nuclear inspectors back 
into the country. 

Diplomatic observers 
were skeptical whether this 
agreement would hold up 
any more than previous 
such deals. But they fig¬ 
ured it was worth a try be¬ 
cause North Korea had a 
new leader, Kim Jong-un, 
who was elevated to the 
nation’s top post after the 
death of his father in 


Be 
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December. 

The young Kim re¬ 
neged on the agreement 
even faster than normal for 
the North Koreans. The 
country made ostentatious 
preparations for the launch 
of a satellite bearing a 
three-stage rocket to coin¬ 
cide with a massive cele¬ 
bration of the 100th an¬ 
niversary of Kim’s grandfa¬ 
ther and the country’s 
founder, Kim Il-sung. 

As part of the festivities, 
Kim Jong-un was named 
first chairman of the Nat¬ 
ional Defense Commis¬ 
sion, further consolidating 
his hold on power, and a 
giant statue of his father, 
Kim Jong-il, was unveiled 
in the capital. 

Friday’s much-publi¬ 
cized launch was to be a 
capstone of the Kim dy¬ 
nasty, an event apparently 
worth violating interna¬ 
tional law and United 


Nations resolutions and 
killing the U.S. food deal. 

Instead, the launch was 
a fiasco, with the rocket 
exploding barely 80 sec¬ 
onds after liftoff as the sec¬ 
ond stage was supposed to 
detach from the first. It 
was the nation’s fourth fail¬ 
ure to launch a missile ca¬ 
pable of reaching orbit and 
its third failure with a rock¬ 
et carrying a satellite. 

The failure had to be a 
huge embarrassment to 
Kim and a blow to the 
prickly pride of the North 
Korean leadership. 
Moreover, it dampened 
Pyongyang’s hopes of 
arms sales because rogue 
nations are hardly going to 
line up to buy dud rockets. 
And it indicates that sanc¬ 
tions, by denying access to 
key materials and compo¬ 
nents, are having some 
success. 

If practice follows pat- 
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tern, North Korea will at¬ 
tempt to reassert itself with 
another provocation, most 
likely a nuclear test. Until 
the Chinese lose patience 
with their wayward client 


state, there’s little the out¬ 
side world can do in the 
way of sanctions and con¬ 
demnations that it hasn’t 
done already. 

In any case, North 


Korea’s worst punishments 
- starvation, global os¬ 
tracism, a moribund econ¬ 
omy — are all self-inflicted.

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Studies: Most family businesses 
go to dogs in three generations

Many family-owned businesses 
thrive under the leadership of their 
founders, but study after study has 
shown that if the second generation 
doesn’t ruin it, the majority of all 
family businesses will go to the 
dogs in three generations. 

The survival rate of a family 
business going to the second gener¬ 
ation is 30 percent and by the third 
generation only 12 percent are still 
in business, said Ann Dugan, exec¬ 
utive director of the Institute for 
Entrepreneurial Excellence at the 
University of Pittsburgh. 

“Why is it in the U.S.... we have 
fewer third-generation and beyond 
family businesses than any other 
country in the world?” Dugan 
asked. “The big issue in my experi¬ 
ence is families spend a lot of time 
in estate and tax planning, and 
minimal time in planning for the 
next generation of management 
and leadership. 


“Families have to do business 
succession planning in a timely 
way,” she said. “They can’t wait for 
a death bed or other crisis. That’s 
what a lot of them do.” 

When the time comes for 
founders of successful family busi¬ 
nesses to turn the reins of the com¬ 
pany over to an heir, there are sig¬ 
nificant legal and accounting issues 
to consider. But it’s perhaps most 
difficult to prepare the next gener¬ 
ation to be good stewards for the 
business. 

Although large corporations 
and publicly traded companies 
dominate the headlines, there are 
more family-owned and operated 
businesses in this country than any 
other type. 

Family-owned businesses — 
mostly small companies operated 
as sole proprietorships - comprise 
between 80 percent to 90 percent 
of all businesses in this country and 
contribute 64 percent of the na¬ 
tion’s gross domestic product and 


employ 62 percent of the U.S. 
workforce. 

While family-owned businesses 
are huge economic drivers, 70 per¬ 
cent don’t survive past the founder 
because either the heirs have no in¬ 
terest in taking over or do not have 
the necessary skills to move the 
company forward. 

Preparation for succession 
should start early, said Don Linzer, 
a shareholder at Schneider Downs 
& Co. wealth management firm in 
Pittsburgh. 

“A lot of children are turned off 
by the notion of being a part of the 
business as a third-party observer, 
not involved in the business,” he 
said. “They see their parents work¬ 
ing too hard and talking about the 
business in a negative way. 

“So the owners of a family 
owned business have to be careful 
how you project what you do and 
do it in a way to inspire the next 
generation to have love and pas¬ 
sion for the family business.”

of the upside of smart cards 


Question: I am a small-business 
owner and there is a buzz about 
EMV and a smart card that will 
be implemented here in the U.S. 
I’m not sure I know enough about 
it to determine if it is a good or a 
bad thing for me and my business. 
Can you give me some informa¬ 
tion to go on? 

Answer: EMV and smart card 
adoption are becoming more im¬ 
portant than ever, especially for 
smaller companies. The term 
“EMV” (which stands for 
EuroPay, MasterCard and Visa, 
the three companies that devised 
the standard) refers to a set of 
fraud reduction technology stan¬ 
dards that ensure payment appli¬ 
cations using chip-based cards are 
compatible around the world. 

For almost two decades, inter¬ 
est in a chip-based payment stan¬ 
dard such as EMV barely has 
reached a simmer in the United 
States. Recently, some of the card 
brands have increased awareness 
resulting in collective interest 
across the United States in the 
smart chip standard. In addition 
to financial institutions, merchants 
of all sizes, including small busi¬ 
ness owners, should understand 
the current state of EMV in the 
U.S. and the impact of this stan¬ 
dard. 

While there are many “flavors” 
of chip-based payment standards, 
to date the majority of EMV im¬ 
plementations globally have fo¬ 
cused on chip + PIN enablement. 
Whatever the format, smart chips 
are the basis of the technical stan¬ 
dard behind more than 1.24 bil¬ 
lion payment cards and 15.4 mil¬ 
lion point-of-sale (POS) terminals, 
with almost all of those cards and 
acceptance devices residing out¬ 
side the United States. 

SMALL BUSINESS IMPLICATIONS OF 
SMART CARD ADOPTION IN THE U.S. 

Payment industry experts general¬ 
ly agree that a chip-based stan¬ 
dard will come to the U.S., but the 
predictions of when and in what 
form vary dramatically. While 
pundits say the U.S. is far from 
ready, there is a distinct possibility 
that the change may come sooner. 

Smaller merchants, as well as 
larger businesses, have many deci¬ 
sions to make. Once a sufficient 
number of financial institutions 
begin issuing smart cards, mer¬ 
chants need to decide whether to 
process the cards using EMV 
technology or to accept financial 
liability and responsibility for 
fraud losses. Either way, small 
business owners that choose to 
wait for widespread implementa¬ 
tion will be at a disadvantage 
when the standard is accepted. 

Savvy businesses are starting 
their education process now and 
are beginning to formulate plans 
for adoption. Merchants that take

the necessary steps to select the 
tools to future-proof their invest¬ 
ment will be in a better position to 
evolve as business needs and the 
industry change. 

SMART CARD AGGEPTANGE101. 

Understanding the changes will 
require learning. It is important to 
understand what the new POS de¬ 
vices can and can’t do, and there 
are many device options on the 
market. Many manufacturers and 
payments players are adding new 
functionality to EMV-enabled 
equipment, making their equip¬ 
ment more innovation-agnostic. 

Merchants will need to coordi¬ 
nate with their acquirer or proces¬ 
sor to accommodate the transac¬ 
tion messaging for EMV-based 
payments. Because more data is 
sent to the acquirer from an 
EMV-compliant transaction than 
from a magstripe-based transac¬ 
tion, both message types will need 
to be supported. 

Business owners and operators 
and their acquirers in coordina¬ 
tion with smart card acceptance, 
can determine whether to require 
a PIN, a signature or neither for 
cardholder authentication in a 
credit or debit transaction. The 
Durbin Amendment gave mer¬ 
chants the authority to make this 
decision, and for the first time it is 
now being phased-in for 
magstripe transactions. 

Overall, as EMV is deployed, 
there will be procedural changes 
at the POS. For example, most 
EMV-enabled POS equipment 
will include contactless technolo¬ 
gy, allowing merchants to accept 
contactless and mobile payments, 
which provides a higher level of 
convenience for customers and 
speeds up check-out time. Some of 
the new smart chip-enabled POS 
devices will help drive loyalty and 


repeat business by pushing 
coupons and special offers to mo¬ 
bile phones, allowing consumers 
to redeem offers through the de¬ 
vice. Additionally, while smart 
cards won’t solve every security 
problem, they will go a long way 
toward boosting customer confi¬ 
dence at the POS. 

NEXT STEPS FOR SMALL BUSINESS 
IMPLEMENTATION OF EMV. While no 

one really knows when all of this 
will come together in the U.S., 
one thing is certain - some form 
of chip-based payment standardi¬ 
zation is coming. Clearly the need 
to reduce fraud and increase secu¬ 
rity exists, and now some of the 
industry’s largest players are start¬ 
ing to put incentives in place to 
encourage merchant, acquirer and 
financial institution migration. 

The small business is a key 
player in this very serious game. 
Business owners and operators 
should conduct a full assessment 
to understand the impact of EMV 
and participate in industry discus¬ 
sions, not only to get educated, 
but to have the opportunity to in¬ 
fluence how the payments ecosys¬ 
tem moves forward with smart 
card implementations. 

Third-party POS software 
providers understand the business 
strategy of becoming EMV-com¬ 
pliant. By engaging the POS 
provider experts and assessing 
what a smart chip enablement 
plan would look like to upgrade 
consumer-facing POS devices, 
small businesses can plan ahead 
while staying in sync with pay¬ 
ments provider readiness for 
smart card processing. Finally, 
consider ways to reduce fraud and 
data theft risks as part of a com¬ 
prehensive payments security 
plan. 

While there is no mandate for 
EMV adoption, both Visa and 
MasterCard have indicated a lia¬ 
bility shift will apply to merchants 
who have not upgraded their POS 
terminals to process EMV card 
transactions and fraud occurs. 
Thus, when evaluating their over¬ 
all payments transaction security 
needs, savvy businesses are in¬ 
creasingly realizing the value of 
taking a multi-layered approach to 
data security and fraud prevention 

— incorporating a combination of 
recommended end-to-end encryp¬ 
tion and tokenization technologies 

— with the ability to better manage 
vulnerabilities throughout the pay¬ 
ment processing sequence. 

Now is the time to get educated 
to fully understand the issues and 
the choices ahead.

Managers don’t 
have to ensure 
lunch breaks 

In a case that affects 
thousands of businesses 
and millions of workers, the 
California Supreme Court 
ruled Thursday that em¬ 
ployers are under no obli¬ 
gation to ensure workers 
take legally mandated 
lunch and rest breaks 
The unanimous opinion 


came after workers’ attor¬ 
neys argued abuses are rou¬ 
tine and widespread when 
companies aren’t required 
to issue direct orders to take 
the breaks. They claimed 
employers take advantage 
of workers who don’t want 
to leave colleagues during 
busy times. 

The case initially was 
filed nine years ago against 
Brinker International, the 
parent company of Chili’s 
and other eateries, by 
restaurant workers.

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Son of slain Afghan peace

The son of a former 
Afghan peace council 
chairman assassinated last 
fall by a suicide bomber 
was chosen Saturday as his 
successor in a renewed 
push to revitalize efforts to 
negotiate an end to the 
decade-long war.

Yemen officials: 
U.S. drone kills 7 
al-Qaida members

SANAA, Yemen - Yemeni military officials said 
an unmanned U,3. drone targeted a vehicle carry¬ 
ing seven al-Qaida members south of the capital of 
Sanaa, killing all of them. 

Two officials said the drone fired a missile at the 
vehicle on Saturday in the town of al-Zahar south of 
Sanaa. It was heading to the southern province of 
Abyan where al-Qaida militants and government 
forces are fighting. Witnesses said the vehicle 
turned into a charred skeleton along with its passen¬ 
gers. 

The officials spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they were not authorized to speak to the 
press. 

The Yemeni Defense Ministry said a jet targeted 
al-Qaida. leaders but didn’t elaborate. 

U.S. officials had no immediate comment, but 
Washington has earned out deadly an strikes in 
Yemen in the past.

WASHINGTON - It 

really is rocket science and 
it really is hard. North 
Korea proved that again. 

The giant explosion that 
gets a rocket off the ground 
isn't that complicated. The 
superbot, superfast exhaust 
from that giant fire is fun- 
nelcd in a way that shoots 
the rocket upward. North 
Korea's Unha-8 rocket 
combines two liquid pro¬ 
pellants - hydrazine and 
nitric acid - that ignite 
when mixed, space experts 
say. 

That's the easy part. 

Controlling that reac¬ 
tion and going where you 
want, when you want — 
that's where engineers earn 
their money and ulcers. 
And it's where past rockets 
and spaceships have ended 
in spectacular and some- 
tunes deadly failures, 
“Anybody can make 
something go boom. Con¬ 
trolling jt is hard,” said for¬ 
mer NASA associate ad¬ 
ministrator Scott Pace, di 
rector of space policy at 
George Washington Uni 
versify. 

All that power has to he 
confined by metal and 
controlled by electronics. 
It takes the power of about 
a ton of TNT just to get 60 
pounds into orbit at almost 
18,000 mph. One tiny mis¬ 
take, one mismatch in de¬ 
vices, one miscommu loca¬ 
tion, one bubble, and 
boom. 

In 1986, the fiery power 
of the space shuttle

Other control problems 
have doomed spaceships. 
Aerodynamics — keeping 
the pointy end straight up 
- is key. If a rocket veers 
too much it just breaks 
apart, said Jonathan 
McDowell of Harvard 
University. 

New countries launch¬ 
ing rockets generally fail 
half ihe time, he said. John 
Glenn recalled how 
NASA's first astronauts 
watched in horror as an 
Atlas rocket blew up in 
front of them. More recent¬ 
ly, private U-S. company 
SpaceX failed on its first 
three Falcon i launch at¬ 
tempts before finally suc¬ 
ceeding twice. Even the 
normally reliable Russians 
couldnt get a rocket to 
Mars last fall because of a 
post-launch failure that 
ended up with the space¬ 
ship on board falling back 


to Earth. 

What doomed the 
North Korea rocket min¬ 
utes after launch Friday is 
not yet known. 

Failure often comes 
from not putting tilings to 
gether right. Tens of thou¬ 
sands of parts have lo 
match perfectly and talk to 
each other, 

NASA's 2001 Mars 
Odyssey probe took 
10,000 separate actions to 
go right to get there, said 
Scott Hubbard of Stanford 
University. Two years earli¬ 
er, NASA mistakenly used 
both metric and English 
measuring units, dooming 
a $125 million Martian 
probe. 

Former NASA deputy 
administrator Hans Mark 
said most failures are from 
human error. He pointed 
to a dropped oxygen tank 
that caused the near-fatal 
Apollo 13 explosion.

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Being a teen dad means work, 
football and ‘do what is right’

When Aaron Bradford 
and Chris Doss found out 
their longtime girl friends 
were pregnant, emotions 
ran from scared to tears, 
anticipation to Fright. 

What neither consid¬ 
ered was leaving their re¬ 
sponsibilities as teenage fa¬ 
thers behind. 

“It makes you grow up 
real fast,* said Doss, a jun¬ 
ior at John Hardin High 
School. “It doesn’t matter 
if you are ready for it. You 
just do what is right.™ 

For both, being active in 
the lives of their children is 
important, they say, for 
themselves and their kids. 

“It's crazy, being young 
and having a baby and still 
being in school," said 
Bradford, who is 17. “Go¬ 
ing to school, working and 
having a son, it’s not some¬ 
thing I would think I 
would have to do.” 

Bradford said he and 
his girlfriend, Cristin Ca¬ 
ver, started having sex 
about six months before 
she became pregnant. He 
said he remembers dis¬ 
cussing what would hap¬ 
pen if she became preg¬ 
nant, despite practicing a 
form of birth control. 

“If it did happen it 
would be rough," he said* 
“I knew it would be." 

Doss starts on the John 
Hardin football team and 
rugged practices cut into 
his time and energy with 
his daughter, Alyna. 

“It's tough for him be¬ 
cause of football, 11 said his 
longtime girlfriend, Mi- 
chaella Black. “But Chris is 
really good with her. He 
misses a lot of what she 
does because of football." 

Doss said when he 
found out they were ex¬ 
pecting a child, lie cried. 

“It’s scary," he said. “At 
first it’s a shock. Then she’s 
here and you sec her 
smile.™

Bradford said dealing 
with die initial reaction of 
family shifted toward a 
calmer life, now that their 
son, Ethan, has arrived.

Becoming a parent at 
any age means added re¬ 
sponsibilities* When that 
child is bora to parents 
who are still in high school, 
the challenges can be even 
greater. 

Neither set of parents 
lives together but they see 


their child together at 
school as pail of the 1 Iardin 
County Schools’ Expen 
ence Children’s Early Lear ¬ 
ning (ExCEL) Program, 
outside of school and sepa¬ 
rately. 

“It’s really good that dur¬ 
ing the day I can get to see 
him here," Bradford said. 
“You want to see him a lot,"

having a child broadened 
their outlook on life and 
what they want to achieve.

ten’s Early learning program, 
also known as ExCEL. 

“I don’t know what I would 
have done without it," Banker 
says now. “I know r I wouldn’t 
have graduatedT 

Banker transferred from 
Central Hardin to John Hardin 
High School, where the ExCEL 
program is located. There, she 
was able to leant how to become 
a better parent, finish school and 
have child care for her son. 

“X w r as 17 and a senior when I 
had him," the 2003 graduate 
said. “I would have for sure 
dropped out iF it wasn’t for 
ExCEL. With it here and on 
campus, I could go to school and 
still see him and take care of 
him." 

Banker’s son, Christopher, is 
now" 9. She is one of many suc¬ 
cess stories for the program since 
it was implemented when John 
Hardin opened in 2001. 

OF 71 students who have 
come through ExCEL, 58 
earned high school diplomas, 
said Pat Bohannon, director of 
the program since it began. 
Thirteen students have either 
moved away or dropped out. 

Of the 58 graduates at this 
point, 27 have gone on to attend 
college or a trade school. 

“Watching young moms and 
dads grow as individuals tuid as 
parents is very rewarding,™ 
Bohannon said. “We try to help 
these young parents prepare for 
life. Getting vour education onlv 
helps.” 

Students not attending John 
Hardin must transfer to be in the 
program, Bohannon said. 

Students take typical classes 
required for graduation but also 
take classes in a curriculum 
specifically for teen parents. 
Lessons cover what to expect in

the baby's first year and chal¬ 
lenges presented by toddlers. 

“Definitely, once you are a 
mom, life is on hold," said senior 
Kayla Russell, who has a daugh¬ 
ter* “Having something like this 
at school is important to all of us. 
This way I get to see her (Mila¬ 
na) during die day and I know 
she’s being cared for,” 

Students must maintain cer 
Lain academic and attendance 
standards to remain in the pro¬ 
gram. ExCEL provides child 
care for 13 children younger 
than 4 - eight infants and five 
toddlers, 

“If J didn’t have the ExCEL 
program here 1 probably would 
have dropped out,” said Mi 
chaella Black, who has a daugh¬ 
ter, Alyna, “Having this lets us 
stay in school and still be able to 
be with our baby part of the 
day.” 

HCS Superintendent Nan- 
nette Johnston sard the program 
w r as part of the vision from the 
beginning at John Hardin. 

“1 believe part of the initial 
thinking was a focus on the Early 


Childhood Development Career 
Technical Education Program 
would be a good way to bring a 
lab school setting to the CTE 
curriculum,” she said. “Once the 
idea was finalized* I became in¬ 
volved in the early childhood 
component of the program* The 
teen part of our program Falls un¬ 
der the structure of one of our al¬ 
ternative school options and the 
infant-toddler component falls 
under the structure of our early 
childhood program. 

“As the program became a re¬ 
ality, it made more sense to keep 
the program directly connected 
to teaching the child develop¬ 
ment component to the teen 
moms rather than expanding il 
to students taking the CTE pro¬ 
gram," she added* 

The program is funded by dis¬ 
trict, state and federal money* 

Bohannon, who has three stall 
members, has seen former stu¬ 
dents who became teen parents 
excel alter graduation and sever¬ 
al have graduated from college. 

Last year, eight seniors left the 
program. With a smile, Bohan¬ 


non said six went to college. 

“It's a challenge for a young 
parent, there’s no doubt about 
that,” she said. 

She said the ExCEL Program 
has a waiting list* HCS has about 
4,000 high school students and 
the program is for high school 
students only. 

“The success of the program 
for the teen mothers and their 
children far outweighs the cost,™ 
Johnston said. “In fact, if we 
were to calculate the long-term 
impact for the school and com¬ 
munity, we would calculate a 
savings.™ 

Through the program, teen 
parents can continue their edu¬ 
cation and their children enter 
school at or above the level of 
their peers, she said* 

“Without this early interven¬ 
tion, the outcome for these 
young students would likely be 
grim," she added. 

Bohannon wears many hats 
as ExCEL director. She's part 
teacher and encourager, and part 
confidant and motivator. 

“She’s amazing,” Russell said.

“She’s like your best friend. She’s 
like a grandmother to all of tire 
children." 

Bohannon has heard critics of 
the program who see it as en¬ 
abling, if not encouraging, sexu¬ 
ally active teens. 

“We are dealing with the real¬ 
ity that teens do get pregnant, 
that it docs happen. There is no 
me in punishing the child or the 
teen child,™ she suid. 

Banker has returned to John 
Hardin and the classroom where 
she learned many life lessons. She 
works in the ExCEL program. 

She has attended Elizabeth¬ 
town Community and Technical 
College, is married and has a 
second child. When she heard 
there w as an opening on the staff 
al ExCEL, she jumped at lire 
chance to return, 

“Everyone needs someone on 
their side and a lot of times, 
that’s what these kids need, 1 ' she 
said. “Maybe 1 am able to help 
them understand that it will be 
OK because J have been where 
they are. 

“For teen parents, it seems 
like you're against the world," 
she added. “For me, it just feels 
good to give back to a program 
that made such a big difference 
in my life."

Russel! said there were 
plenty of “awkward 
glances” in her direction as 
her pregnancy progressed. 

Cdsliii Caver, a sopho 
more, saw her own share of 
stares, mostly at her grow¬ 
ing stomach, 

“It was like they didn’t 
see me. They just saw my 
belly,” she said. 

She said some friends 
didn’t believe that at 14 she 
was pregnant She had dat 
ed her boyfriend, Aaron 
Bradford, For more than a 
year when she became 
pregnant with their son, 
Ethan. 

Russell said “08 percent 
of the people at school 
wouldn’t look at my face/ 7 
She said many of her 
closest Friends now as she 
nears graduation and pre¬ 
pares to attend the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville are other 
teen moms, mostly because 
they share similar chal¬ 
lenges and interests. 

Russell said the father of 
her daughter* Milana, is 
not in their lives at the mo¬ 
ment. Dating as a single, 
teen mom has been practi¬ 
cally non-existent. Her life 
as a high school senior has 
been much different from 
that of others her age. 
While some girls focus 
on prom dales* summer 
plans, school and relation¬ 
ships, Russell said her focus 
is entirely on her daughter 
and doing what it takes to 
provide a better life for tier. 

“With boys, it’s been 
awkward,” she said. 

Many students in the 
Experience Children's Em 
ly Learning (ExCEL) pro¬ 
gram for Hardin County 
Schools at John Hardin 
High School remain in¬ 
volved in relationships - 
some are together often, 
others off-and-on, 

“It's been difficult,* said 
Michaella Black* who has a 
daughter, Alyna Doss. 
“Being a mom and being in 
high school is difficult. You 
want to spend time with 
her and to study. And to 
sleep.” 

Black, 17 and a junior, 
said being a mom leaves 
little lime for her to do any¬ 
thing else. 

“Tve accepted that,” 
said Black, who became 
pregnant at 15. “I have my 
priorities now” 

When senior Tesa Barn¬ 
hill became pregnant with 
her son, Carson, she con¬ 
sidered herself a mature 
teenager. His birth has in¬ 
creased her maturity. 

“I wasn't planning on it 
(having a baby) at such a 
young age,” said Barnhill, 
who has been dating her 
child’s father, Kyle Tho¬ 
mas, for almost four years. 
“It happened mid we are 
doing the best we can do.” 

I^ate-night feedings and 
frequent sicknesses chal¬ 
lenges teen parents in 
many aspects of life, most 
importantly sleep. 

“When the baby is up, I 
get up/' Barnhill said. “You 
are on their schedule when 
you have a baby.” 

For many teen parents, 
responsibilities go beyond 
their child and school. 
Russell, for instance, works 
at Burger King in Radcliff 
about 30 hours a week. She 
worked about 25 hours a 
week until her 39th week 
of pregnancy. 

Chris Doss, Black’s 
boyfriend, was 16 when his 
daughter was born. While 
he and Black live in sepa¬ 
rate homes* they share par¬ 


enting duties. One week 
the child is with Black and 
the next she is with Doss* 
who both live with their 
families, 

Doss describes being a 
teenage father as “a lot of 
long nights and early 
mornings. 1 can usually 
handle it.” 

He said when he found 
out his girlfriend was preg¬ 
nant, he cried, 

“I was scared. She (Mi 
chaella) was pretty mellow 
about it* but 1 was scared 
when we found out.” 

Teen parents say break¬ 
ing the news to their own 
parents or grandparents is 
one of the most difficult 
parts of learning they have 
a child on the way. 

“I didn’t think (being a 
parent) would be some¬ 
thing I had to do when I 
was 16** Bradford said. 
“After we found out, one of 
the fust things I thought of 
was how do I tell my 
mom?” 

“I knew it was going to 
be OK,” Black said “I have 
so many people supporting 
me and helping me." 

She said both sets of par¬ 
ents initially were angry* 
but since have adapted. 

Barnhill, who works 
part-time at Blazers Fun 
Zone in Radcliff* said 
telling her family was up¬ 
setting. 

“My mom became preg¬ 
nant at an early age, too. It 
just wasn’t something we 
expected to happen. It 
made me feel bad, I was al¬ 
ways a straight student 
and the kind of person who 
would always have my 
homework in early. 

“It took a couple of days 
to be accepting of it,” she 
said of her family, “but 
they are wonderful; Carson 
is very loved.” 

The teen parents in the 
program have used family 
support to help ease the li 
nancial and emotional 
strains of raising a child. 
Still, as Barnhill puts it, “we 
go as they go.” 

“Tm never on time for 
anything anymore it 
seems,” she said. 

Russell lives with her 
grandparents and said they 
have been strong support¬ 
ers of her and Milana, who 
turns 1 in August. She said 
her grandfather, a truck

Trip into the unknown 
leaves a lasting impression 


Walk into John Hardin High 
School and take the first haUway 
to the left* then take the hallway 
to the right, then go left again. 
That’s where you will find some 
amazing things going on. 

You will see parents during all 
times of the day cuddling with 
and feeding their children. 

I often wondered what it was 
like to be a high school student* 
teenager and parent all wrapped 
into one. I found out from many 
of the students in Hardin County 
Schools’ Experience Children 
Early Learning (ExCEL) Program 
at John Hardin High School. 

Among the hundreds of stu¬ 
dents are parents who walk the 
hallways at school and their chil¬ 
dren who have a room to call 
their own. 

It was a visit to the unknown. 

As a father of four children be¬ 
tween the ages of 14 and 26,1 
have not experienced teen preg¬ 
nancy in our home. Others have 
and my curiosity as I would see 
teen parents on TV often drifted 
to what it might be like in Hardin 
County, 

I took this trip with delicate 
steps not having a due what to 
expect. 

During countless trips to John 
Hardin over the last few months 
and hours of interviews, I have 
been left with amazing impres¬ 
sions from everyone I have 1 dealt 
with in the program. From direc¬ 
tor Pat Bohannon, a compassion¬ 
ate woman with a curing heart 
and hand who has become close 
to a mother figure to many of 
these kids to someone like senior 
Kayla Russell who is smart, driv¬ 
en and on the road to a great life 
although she happens to be a

teenage mother 

The kids are straightforward, 
sometimes blunt, mature, engaging 
and appear to be good kids who 
just happen to be teen parents. 

The second student I talked 
with was Kayla. 1 came back to 
work and bragged on what an 
amazing kid I had just met I had 
not been this excited to tell a stoiy 
in a long time. I went home that 
night and told my wife about this 
person I met and how 20 minutes 
with her made me feel really good 
about the venture I was taking. 

She's a bright* sweet girl who 
will go on to do great things in 
life. She told me she knows there 
are those who think she can’t 
make anything of herself because 
she had a child at 16, and that 
serves as her motivation. 

She scored 29 on the ACT* 
was disappointed she didn't get a 
30 and will head to the University 
of Louisville in the fall on a schol¬ 
arship. She wants to be a lawyer. 

And then there's Tesa Barnhill, 
a well-spoken senior who makes 
very good grades, is a mother and 
works. She will attend Belkirmine 
University in the fall and wants to 
be a nurse. 

She carried herself like she was 
25, not a high school senior 
1 heard stories about how these 
kids cried when they Found out 
they were going to be teen par¬ 
ents and how scared they were to 
tell their parents and grandparents 
and how many nights have been 


interrupted by feedings, diaper 
changes or sicknesses. 

I heard how parents and 
grandparents, alter the initial 
shock, wrapped their arms around 
what was about to happen and 
loved their children and grand¬ 
children. 

I heard how these kids love 
their kids. 

I heard of hope for the future 
and relationships that sometimes 
are up-and-down and I heard how 
fellow students who once were 
friends turned their backs on 
some of these kids. 

1 heard from a few fathers who 
never had any intention of walk¬ 
ing away from their newfound re¬ 
sponsibility. 

There likely are critics of the 
program, those who might say its 
existence eases the burden for a 
teen who becomes pregnant, 

I would counter with tins: 

What is wrong with that? 

The program helps to provide 
answers For teenagers to succeed 
with the challenge of raising a lit¬ 
tle one staring them in the lace. It 
helps keeps kids in school. 

Would our society be better if 
we did nothing to try and help 
these kids? They are kids, our 
kids. 

This is reality* folks. Kids have 
babies, 

I am convinced the teen moth¬ 
ers and fathers I met are doing 
everything they can to provide as 
good a life for their children as 
they can. 

Not much different than what 
most parents - regardless of age - 
want to do.

Three years later, 
what’s become 
of the tea party?

SAN ANTONIO - 

Three years ago he was 
merely a face in a very 
large crowd, standing out 
side the Alamo on Tax 
Day as Glenn Beck spoke 
of drawing a line in the 
sand. 

A businessman, hus¬ 
band, father of five and 
grandfather of 14, Bruce 
Baillio bought a miniature 
“Don't Tread on Me" flag 
and watched, a little sheep¬ 
ishly and mostly silently, 
as a movement was bom 
before his eyes. Like most 
of America, he didn't 
know then what the tea 
party was. 

Today, he is part of 
what it is morphing into. 

Twice a month at the 
Jim’s Restaurant not far 
from his home, Baillio un¬ 
loads tea party T-shirts and 
baseball caps, sets an 
American flag on a 
Formica table and leads his 
neighborhood tea party 
group — one of 23 in the 
San Antonio area - in a 
discussion. They talk about 
the Obama administra¬ 
tion’s policies regarding in¬ 
surance for birth control, 
about how to become a 
delegate to the conven¬ 
tions that help determine 
the Texas OOP's leaders 
and platform. 

He does this every first 
and third Tuesday of the 
month, even though he 
knows some already are 
writing the tea party's obit¬ 
uary. In this, the first presi¬ 
dential campaign since the 
dawn of the movement, no 
single contender has been 
christened the “tea party 
candidate.’ 5 And what was 
once the boisterous focus 
of American politics is 
now the butt of Internet in¬ 


sult; “Ding Dong - lire Tea 
Party is dead!” wrote one 
blogger, 

“Are we dead?” Baillio 
asked several of his mem¬ 
bers on a recent Tuesday. 
About 15 had gathered on 
tills night, including retired 
military men, grandmoth¬ 
ers, a few real estate bro¬ 
kers, a city utility worker, a 
high school Spanish 
teacher and a photogra¬ 
pher. 

Their responses were 
steeped in the kind of con¬ 
fidence that comes with 
clout, and the San Antonio 
Tea Party has gained some 
of that, 

“We’re persistent and 
keep driving the issues 
home," said one member. 

“We communicate with 
each other and ... when it 
comes time to vote, we’ll 
definitely pull the ballot 
lever,” replied another. 

And there was this, 
from an ex-Air Force man 
wearing a “Vote. Declare 
Yourself shirt: “WeYe be¬ 
coming active in things 
that we didn’t even think 
about before this all began 
... and we are finding that 
cm difference is very, very' 
talk All they’re doing w hen 
Ehey call us dead is creat¬ 
ing something called silent 
resentment” 

Dead the tea party is 
not. Changed? Perhaps. 
But still veiy much alive, in 
the back room of a Jim’s 
Restaurant in San Antonio 
and many other places 
across the land 

It screamed onto the 
scene with a memorable 
rant by a reporter on the 
floor of the Chicago 
Mercantile Exchange. 
Then came the giant Tax 
Day rallies. The jeers at 
town hall meetings about a 
still fledging national 
health-care proposal 
Protests in Washington, 
D.C., with Beck, and bus 

lours featuring Sarah Palin. 

It all culminated with 
the fide-turning elections 
of 2010, when the tea party 
revolution sent new con¬ 


servatives to governors' 
mansions, statehouses and, 
of course, Congress - help¬ 
ing to fuel the largest 
turnover in the U.S. House 
in more than 70 years. 

But where has the tea 
party been since? It's a 
common question, espe¬ 
cially as many saw the 
GOP presidential cam¬ 
paign unfolding without 
any meaningful tea party 
influence- Sure, there was 
a Tea Party Express rally 
last fall in New Hampshire, 
featuring most of the 
Republican presidential 
hopefuls. And, later, that 
same group co-sponsored 
a debate with CNN. 

Still, so-called “umbrel¬ 
la” organizations such as 
the Tea Party Express, the 
Tea Party Patriots, 
FreedomWorks and others 
haven’t, to date, pul their 
names behind any one 
candidate. And only in re¬ 
cent weeks have tea party 
darlings such as U.S. sena¬ 
tors Marco Rubio of 
Florida and Mike Lee of 
Utah filially weighed in - 
endorsing Mill Romney, 
the former Massachusetts 
governor whom some see 
as un-tea-party-1 ike as one 
could be* in part because 
of his state's own health 
care reform law. 

Some lea party groups 
(in Massachusetts, for ex¬ 
ample) have divided over 
divergent priorities - 
whether to make conserva¬ 
tive economic principles 
or conservative social is¬ 
sues paramount. Others, 
such as the Tennessee Tea 
Party, have disbanded alto¬ 
gether. 

In researching a recent 
hook, “The Tea Party and 
the Remaking of Repub¬ 
lican Conservatism," Har¬ 
vard professor Theda 
Skocpol found about J,0Q0 
tea party groups formed in 
2009-2010. Today, she esti¬ 
mates ill ere are about 600. 
A declining number, yes, 
but still what Skocpol, an 
expert on civic engage¬ 
ment, calls “a very good 
survival rate.” 
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“They’re not dressing 
up and going to demon¬ 
strations in the street. 
They're meeting- They're 
poring over the legislative 
records of these Repub 
licans that they've elected. 
They’re contacting their 
representatives, and 
they're keeping the pres¬ 
sure on. They're following 
the debates, and they're 
going and they’re voting, 
“They’re d etermi ned/’ 
she says, "and they haven’t 
gone away.” 

To weigh the continuing 
success or influence of the 
Lea party by inside lhe 
Beltway measures - en¬ 
dorsements, numbers of 
chapters and “con¬ 
stituents,” dollars or even 
wins or losses at Ibe polls - 
is to miss the point and ig¬ 
nore the power of ihe 
movement today, said 
Skocpol, That stems from 
a fundamental misunder¬ 
standing of what the tea 
party was and is. 

It was never an “it," a 


party with a capital “P" in 
the sense of a third politi 
cal party, though at one 
point some tea party insid¬ 
ers may have toyed with 
the idea and outsiders 
treated it almost as such. 
(Consider CNN’s decision 
to televise the tea party re¬ 
sponse to President 
Obama's 2011 State of the 
Union address.) 


Rather, it is an ideology 
and a style of politics — one 
that “has been in the busi¬ 
ness of pulling the Re¬ 
publican Party away from 
the possibility of compro¬ 
mising with Demo crats 
and further toward the 
hard right, 73 said Skocpol. 
“And they've been very 
successful.”

dering, 

*If (Obama) is still here 
after this election, I hope 
he lias an epiphany and 
stops hiding under his 
desk," he said. 

McConnell said Obama 
will avoid running on his 
record during the 2012 
presidential election be¬ 
cause he has little to brag 
about Instead, he expects 
the Democrat’s campaign 
to shift blame and find 
scapegoats and “straw 
men” to distract voters 
from talking about a lack 
of accomplishments, he 
added. 

McConnell said Oba¬ 
ma's stimulus plan failed to 
generate new jobs and re¬ 
covery from the recession 
has been tepid at best. 

“If this is a recovery, 
rtiis is the poorest excuse 
for a recovery in American 
history,” he said. 

McConnell described 
measures to reform health 
care as a disaster and said 
new' regulations on fin an 
dal services and the bank¬ 
ing industry have done 
nothing but smother inno¬ 
cent community banks far 
removed from the excesses 
of Wall Street that fueled 
an economic meltdown, 

“The single highest un¬ 
prompted complaint 1 get 
is there is too much regula¬ 
tion,” he said. 

McConnell said the ten¬ 
dency lo overregulate has 
infiltrated every aspect of 
the private sector and 
sends a message to compa¬ 
nies that the government 
acts as if it believes busi¬ 
nesses making a profit 
must be cheating cus¬ 
tomers, mistreating work¬ 
ers or both, 

McConnell said the fed¬ 
eral government has im¬ 
peded economic growth 
and the speed of recovery 
di rough crushing regula¬ 
tion and creation of thou¬ 
sands of new positions in 


the federal government 

“Most of America is not 
a boom town, but Washing¬ 
ton is,* he said. 

McConnell said Ameri¬ 
ca is at a crossroads and 
must determine if it wants 
to continue offering oppor¬ 
tunities for individuals io 
reach their full potential 
through risks that could 
end in failure. The alterna¬ 
tive, he said, is for the IkS, 
to pattern itself alter Euro¬ 
pean nations, where gov¬ 
ernment is big enough to 
provide security against 
every adverse situation. In 
this type of society, Mc¬ 
Connell warned, the gov 
eminent would be large 
enough to take away those 
opportunities America has 
been known for. 

McConnell said a na¬ 
tional consensus abounds 
tliat the government should 
help those less fortunate, 
but entitlement programs 
have reached unsustainable 
levels because resources 
arc 1 being abused by those! 
who am work and provide 
for themselves. 

“If you put too many 
people hi die wagon, you 
can’t pull the wagon * he 
said. 

Programs such as Social 
Security, Medicare and 
Medicaid must be modi¬ 
fied or the resources won't 
exist to fund them, he said. 
McConnell estimated enti¬ 
tlements and interest on 
the nation’s hulking debt 


make up about 60 percent 
ol the federal budget. 

“Warren Buffett is 
wracked with guilt he 
doesn’t pay more taxes,” 
McConnell said of the bil¬ 
lionaire, H Fm not really in¬ 
terested in raising his tax¬ 
es, but I don't want my 
money going to pay for his 
Social Security and Medi¬ 
care. He doesn’t need it.” 

Republicans can cap¬ 
ture a majority in the Sen¬ 
ate if the party nets four 
more seats in 2012 elec¬ 
tions. McConnell expects 
Republicans to be compet¬ 
itive in numerous states, 
including Hawaii, Ohio 
and Wisconsin. 

Republicans would set 
the agenda should they re¬ 
gain the Senate and hold 
on to the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. McConnell said 
he would make overtures 
as Senate majority leader 
to repeal the healthcare re 
form bill known as Oba- 
macare, propose measures 
to reduce spending and 
work to ciub invasive reg¬ 
ulatory burdens on busi¬ 
nesses. 

“If the White House 
flips, a lot more could be 
possible,” he said. 

McConnell criticized 
Obama for sticking to 
what he called a 4b hurd left” 
agenda and failing to work 
in a bipartisan manner on 
important matters. The

Bodemeister cruises to win at Arkansas Derby

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. - Bode¬ 
meister pulled away for a convincing 
9 V 2 -length victory in the Grade 1 $ 1 
million Arkansas Derby before a 
crowd of 63,804 on Saturday at a 
warm and windy Oaklawn Park. 

Bodemeister broke wide coming 
out of the gate, but quickly took the 
lead and never relinquished it in the 
76th running of the race, which is a 
major prep for the Kentucky Derby 
in May. The finish was a spectacular 
outcome for trainer Bob Baffert, who 
named the winner after his son, 
Bode. Baffert also trains Secret 
Circle, who finished a distant second 
in the field of 11 3-year olds. 

“The key to this horse is keeping 
him quiet in the post parade,” Baffert 
said. “He got really hot in his last 
race. It’s exciting to see a young 
horse develop like this. I told both 
riders that I didn’t care what they did 
as long as they ran one-two. I let 
them each run their own race. 
Bodemeister really ran huge. It’s a 
great feeling to run one-two in a mil¬ 
lion dollar race.” 

Hall of Fame Jockey Mike Smith 
took Bodemeister right to the front. 
A number of horses were within a 
few lengths as they made the final 
turn, including Secret Circle. But 


Bodemeister found another gear, 
leaving a deflated field in the dust. 
He covered the 1 1/8 miles in 1.48 
3/4 to claim the $600,000 purse. 

“It was extremely impressive,” 
Smith said.” You could see it as well 
as I could feel it. I had been watching 
him work, watching him run. I had 
seen his last two works and I was 
very impressed. I’m just going to en¬ 
joy this right now. I don’t even know 
if I’m going to get to ride this horse 
back, because I was really just kind of 
filling in. I’m just going to enjoy it 
and we’ll see. We all know how 
much things can change this time of 
year before the Derby.” 

Bodemeister most likely needed 
to win the Arkansas to qualify for the 
Kentucky Derby, because of his low 
amount of graded stakes winnings. 
The colt had just three career starts 
all in California, before flying in to 
Hot Springs on Tuesday. After the 
impressive win Saturday, Bodemeis¬ 
ter looks to be among the favorites at 
Churchill Downs. 

“We’ll see what this took out of 
them and then we’ll start talking 
(Kentucky) Derby,” Baffert said. 
“Oaklawn is a very kind surface and 
the horses have been coming back 
great. Bodemeister should be in great 
shape. He ran hard and fast. We 
know distance won’t be a problem.” 


Secret Circle was looking to pull 
off a rare triple at Oaklawn. The sta- 
blemate of Bodemeister won the 
Southwest Stakes on Feb. 20 and the 
Rebel Stakes on March 17. Secret 
Circle would have joined such leg¬ 
endary names as Smarty Jones, 
Lawyer Ron and Demons Begone as 
horses who have swept Oaklawn’s 3- 
year-old stakes series. 

“Secret Circle ran a great race 
too,” Baffert said. “He’s shipped in 
there three times and ran hard each 
time. That’s pretty impressive.” 

The winner paid $6.80, $4.60 and 
$3.60. Secret Circle, ridden by 
Rafael Bejarano paid $4 and $3. 
Sabercat, trained by Steve Asmussen 
who had five winners on Saturday’s 
card, ran third, paying $4.80, with 
Corey Nakatani aboard. The $2 ex- 
acta paid $21.40 and the dollar trifec- 
ta paid $119.60. 

Jon Court, aboard Optimizer, was 
looking to become the first jockey to 
win the Arkansas Derby three 
straight times, but his horse was nev¬ 
er really a factor and finished ninth. 

“A little rough leaving the gate, 
but my horse settled and got posi¬ 
tion,” Court said. “In the late going, I 
didn’t have as much horse as I hoped 
and couldn’t make up much 
ground.”

Data Link rallies to win Maker’s 46 Mile

LEXINGTON - Owner Stuart Janney III knew 
there were better horses in the Maker’s 46 Mile. None 
may be as resilient as his Data Link. 

After Data Link’s promising 3-year-old campaign 
was derailed by breaks in both cannon bones, the bay 
colt rallied from last to first in the final quarter mile to 
win the $300,000 Grade 1 race by a neck in a four-wide 
sprint to the finish Friday at Keeneland. 

“Somebody asked me, ‘When did you think he was 
going to win?’ As I saw it, it looked to me like he was 
just enough behind that he was going to need the oth¬ 
ers to get a little tired, which I think they did,” Janney 
said. “Clearly they went fast early and we needed - as 
often happens - some of the better horses to get tired.” 

Sent off at 12-1 odds, Data Link ran the turf mile in 
1:34.31 under Alex Solis for trainer Shug McGaughey, 
topping reigning champion Get Stormy and favorite 
Turallure in a furious rally. 

Data Link had won three straight races from 
November 2010 until last February before he sustained 
hairline fractures in both forelimbs breezing one morn¬ 
ing of practice in the weeks leading up to last year’s 
Blue Grass Stakes, one of the final major prep races of 
the Kentucky Derby. 

“That ditched our plans for a good while,” 
McGaughey said. 

The horse needed surgery on legs, shelving him un¬ 
til October. 

“We were quite hopeful when he was operated on 
that he’d come out of it without a problem,” Janney 
said. “That was the prognosis was that it wouldn’t im¬ 
pair his racing.” 


the race. 

“It wasn’t something that 
you wanted - to keep going 
in there and aggravating the 
horse,” Maker said. “That’s 
what happened. You want 
to kind of just let him get 
out and do his job and leave 
him alone.

WASHINGTON - After retiring 
16 consecutive Cincinnati Reds on 
Saturday, Washington Nationals 
starter Edwin Jackson suddenly took a 
walk on his wild side, opening the 
eighth inning with a four-pitch walk. 

That made Nationals manager 
Davey Johnson jittery. So he called 
down to the bullpen to have All-Star 
setup man Tyler Clippard warm up, 
and sent pitching coach Steve 
McCatty to the mound. McCatty de¬ 
scribed his exchange with Jackson fol¬ 
lowing the game: 

“Like Tull Metal Jacket.’ I went and 
asked him: ‘How are you doing?’ He 
says: ‘I’m fine.’ I say: ‘Well, do you 
want this?’ He goes: ‘Yes.’ I said: ‘Well, 
if you want it, you tell me you want it.’ 
And he said: ‘I want it,’ just like that, 
and I felt like that drill sergeant.” 

And that, essentially, was that. 
McCatty returned to the dugout, and 
Jackson returned to dominating the 
Reds, finishing the eighth by striking 
out the next three batters, and tacking 
on the flourish of a 1-2-3 ninth. 
Efficient, effective and powering fast- 
balls in the mid-90s mph all after¬ 
noon, Jackson threw a two-hitter for 
his fifth career complete game, help¬ 
ing Washington stretch its winning 
streak to five by beating Cincinnati, 4- 
1. 

As the elder statesman of a starting 
staff that includes Stephen Strasburg, 
Gio Gonzalez, Jordan Zimmermann 
and today’s starter, Ross Detwiler, the 
28-year-old Jackson improved the ro¬ 
tation’s numbers to two runs over the 
past 35 innings, an ERA of 0.51. 

“No one wants to be the weakest 
link. And when you have a staff like

that, to where it’s competitive but it’s 
fun, it’s always great,” said Jackson (1- 
0), who threw a 149-pitch no-hitter 
with eight walks for Arizona in 2010, 
but needed only 92 pitches Saturday. 
“These guys, they put pressure on me 
today.” 

Said Strasburg, whose next turn is 
Monday: “We’ve got a great chem¬ 
istry in the rotation. Every single one 
of these guys has unbelievable abili¬ 
ty.” 

Other than a rocky second inning 
— when he hit a batter, gave up a dou¬ 
ble to Miguel Cairo and an RBI single 
to Drew Stubbs — Jackson threw, in 
Johnson’s words, “a gem.” 

“Everything looked good. Except 
that when he threw the four pitches 
out of the strike zone, (I thought), ‘Get 
Clip up. Get Clip up.’ And then after 
he finished them off, I said, ‘Why did 


I get Clip up?’ But that’s the fun of 
coaching and managing good young 
talent. Good talent, period,” Johnson 
said. 

Jackson struck out nine, including 
six of the last eight he faced. 

“I even asked the umpire one time, 
‘Man, are we that bad or is he that 
good?’ And he said, ‘Hey, he was that 
good,”’ said Cincinnati manager 
Dusty Baker, whose team has lost five 
of its past six games, scoring a total of 
10 runs in that span. 

“Everything was moving, every¬ 
thing was sharp,” Baker added. 
“Everything looked like a fastball - 
and then it would be a breaking ball 
in the dirt. He made us look badly to¬ 
day.” 

Jackson’s last complete game came 
July 16, 2011, for the Chicago White 
Sox against Detroit. He finished last 
season with the World Series champi¬ 
on St. Louis Cardinals, then signed a 
one-year free-agent deal with 
Washington. 

Before an announced crowd of 
35,489, Adam LaRoche provided a 
tiebreaking two-run double, Jesus 
Flores went 3-for-3 with an RBI while 
shrugging off a collision at the plate as 
a runner, and Jayson Werth had two 
hits. The NL East-leading Nationals 
improved to 7-2, by far their best start 
since moving from Montreal to 
Washington in 2005. 

Bailey went six innings, giving up 
three runs and seven hits. He also 
walked four - two apiece in the sec¬ 
ond and third innings, when 
Washington did all of its scoring off 
him. The biggest blow was LaRoche’s 
drive to right-center in the third, 
breaking a 1-1 tie.

LSU hires former Tiger Jones as head coach

Johnny Jones now has the 
coaching job he has coveted for 
years, and LSU hopes his passion 
for his alma mater re-invigorates 
the Tigers’ fan base and keeps 
Louisiana’s top high school bas¬ 
ketball players from leaving the 
state. 

Jones, who coached North 
Texas for the past 11 seasons, has 
agreed to take over the Tigers, re¬ 
turning to where he played his 
college ball and was an assistant 
coach. 

“I am pleased to welcome 
Johnny Jones back to Baton 
Rouge where he helped build a 
winner and where I am confident 
he will once again build a winner 
and bring excitement back,” 
LSU athletic director Joe Alieva 
said Friday night. “He is the solid 
coach and recruiter that we need 


and I am particularly impressed 
with his passion for LSU. It is his 
passion that I know will translate 
into success on and off the court 
for our student-athletes.” 

The 51-year-old Jones played 
in the 1981 Final Four for then- 
LSU coach Dale Brown. In 1986, 
he was one of Brown’s assistants 
with another Final Four squad. 

“This is certainly a dream 
come true to return to a place 
that has so many memories for 
me,” Jones said. “I want to recon¬ 
nect with the fans in Baton Rouge 
that pushed us and gave our bas¬ 
ketball team so much energy 
through the years when I was 
there as a part of the program.” 

Jones went 190-146 with 
North Texas, winning the Sun 
Belt Conference Tournament title 
twice. In the past six seasons, 
Jones’ squads have averaged 
about 21 victories. 

Jones will replace Trent 


Johnson, who left LSU last week¬ 
end after four seasons to become 
TCU’s head coach. 

Jones’ hiring is subject to the 
approval of the LSU Board of 
Supervisors. Stanley Jacobs, a 
former LSU player and the LSU 
board’s current athletics commit¬ 
tee chairman, didn’t seem to 
think that would be a problem 
when he spoke to The Associated 
Press by phone from LSU’s base¬ 
ball stadium Friday night. 

“To use a baseball analogy, Joe 
Alieva hit a home run by hiring 
Johnny,” Jacobs said. “He has in¬ 
credible contacts in the state. He 
has the support of the LSU bas¬ 
ketball alumni, as well as former 
coaches, and I like the hire. I 
think he’s a difference maker. 

“If we had brought in some¬ 
one who didn’t understand 
Louisiana it would have taken 
time to get familiar with the state, 
but he’s going to hit the ground 


running,” Jacobs added. “The 
reason why I’m so enthused 
about him is I think he’ll do just 
like (LSU football coach) Les 
Miles - he’ll get top players in 
the state. We’re not Duke. We’re 
not Kentucky. We’re not Kansas. 
But if we get top players in this 
state we can compete with them.” 

Jones was a high school star in 
the small Louisiana town of 
DeRidder before coming to LSU 
as a player. As an LSU assistant, 
he helped recruit former stars 
Shaquille O’Neal, Chris Jackson 
and Randy Livingston. 

Jones left LSU for Memphis 
after Brown retired in 1997. His 
stint at Memphis included a short 
stint as interim coach. He then 
spent a season as an Alabama as¬ 
sistant before taking over at 
North Texas. 

Jones was a candidate for the 
LSU job after John Brady was 
fired four years ago, but Alieva 


instead went with Johnson, who 
was coming off an NCAA Tour¬ 
nament appearance at Stanford. 
Johnson won the Southeastern 
Conference regular season in his 
first year, but struggled for much 
of the past three seasons as fan 
support for the program dwin¬ 
dled. 

Jacobs said that if Jones could 
turn North Texas into a regular 
contender in the Sun Belt, he 
should be able to do even better 
at LSU, where he will have more 
resources and the opportunity to 
recruit more talent.” 

“At North Texas, you don’t get 
the players like you do at LSU,” 
Jacobs said. “We’re the flagship 
school (in Louisiana). Being a 
coach is important, but players 
are important, and I just think 
he’ll get a lot better players at 
LSU.”

She kept the wig and wore it 
again Friday to try to attract 
Calipari’s attention. 

“I thought Coach Cal might 
see me and I’d get my picture 
maybe with the trophy,” Boyd 
said. “(I’ve been a UK fan) ever 
since I can remember. I think my 
blood was blue when I was 
bom.” 

The three even bumped into a 
surprise visitor later, Ervin’s sis¬ 
ter, Linda Ard. The Hodgenville 
resident wanted to be part of the 
celebration as well. 

“I wanted to see Coach Cal 
and the trophy. It’s been a long 
time coming,” said Ard, dressed 
in a blue UK national champi¬ 
onship T-shirt she bought that 
morning.

UConn’s Drummond, Florida’s Beal dedare for NBA draft

Connecticut center Andre 
Drummond said Friday he has 
declared for the NBA draft after 
one season of college basketball. 

The 18-year-old freshman av¬ 
eraged 10 points for the Huskies 
this season while leading the 
team in rebounding at 7.6 per 
game. 

“My family and I feel that this 
is the right time for me to take 
the next step in my basketball ca¬ 
reer,” Drummond said. “It has 
always been a goal of mine to 
compete against the world’s best 
players and that is one of the big 
factors for me in making this de¬ 


cision.” 

The announcement comes 
days after UConn’s leading scor¬ 
er, sophomore Jeremy Lamb, an¬ 
nounced that he too will be leav¬ 
ing for the NBA. The NCAA has 
banned UConn from next year’s 
postseason because of past aca¬ 
demic problems. 

“Andre is a developing player 
with unlimited potential and his 
projected position in the draft is 
as good as almost any player I’ve 
ever had,” UConn coach Jim 
Calhoun said. “Very few players 
get such a tremendous opportu¬ 
nity, and he’s got to take advan¬ 
tage of it.” 

Drummond also led the team 


with 92 blocked shots, and his 
2.7 blocks per game ranked third 
in the Big East. 

FLORIDA’S BEAL DECLARES FOR 
DRAFT. Florida guard Bradley 
Beal is turning pro, leaving the 
Gators after one season. 

Beal announced his intentions 
Friday, declaring for the NBA 
draft after telling coach Billy 
Donovan. 

The 6-foot-4 Beal is expected 
to be a lottery pick in the June 28 
draft, predicted to go in the top 
five. Donovan called the 18-year- 
old Beal “as mature a kid at this 
age as I’ve ever been around.” 

Beal said his dream is “sitting 
right here in front of me” and 


that he’s “ready to realize this 
dream.” 

Beal averaged 14.8 points, 6.7 
rebounds and 2.2 assists as a 
freshman and made the first- 
team All-Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence team. 

He is the second player to 
leave Florida for the NBA after 
one season during Donovan’s 16 
years, joining Donnell Harvey 
( 2000 ). 

UCONN’S ORIAKHI TRANSFERRING 
TO MISSOURI. Alex Oriakhi, a 6- 
foot-9 power forward who 
played the past three seasons at 
Connecticut, is transferring to 
Missouri. 

The Tigers announced the 


transfer late Friday. He will have 
one season of eligibility remain¬ 
ing. 

Oriakhi helped lead the 
Huskies to the 2011 NCAA 
championship as a sophomore. 
He has averaged 7.2 points and 
6.8 rebounds in 109 games over 
the past three seasons at UConn. 
He also has 166 blocked shots. 

The Tigers were 30-5 in the 
first year under Frank Haith, the 
Associated Press Coach of the Year. 

The Huskies are expected to 
be barred from the NCAA 
Tournament next season because 
of low APR scores.

"I spent the whole five laps 
under caution praying for a good 
restart" Stenhouse said. “Every¬ 
thing worked out for us. It was 
fun racing those guys, I had to 
drive it into Turn 3 wide open. «. 
I managed to hang on." 

After the restart with six laps 
left, Stenhouse pushed his Ford 
out in front before Denny 
Hamlin came from behind to get 
side-by-side at the start-finish 


line. Stenhouse was ahead by 
only .001 seconds after that first 
lap before pulling away for his 
second victory this season. 

It was the fourth career victo¬ 
ry for the defending series cham¬ 
pion, and the ninth Nationwide 
victory for owner Roush at Texas 
Motor Speedway 

Frustrated polesitter Paul 
Menard finished second after 
leading 100 of the 200 laps, 
Kasey Kahne, Hamlin and 
Austin Dillon rounded out the 
lop five, 

“Man, I can say that 1 just let 
one get away there. The car was 
so fast all night. That last restart, 
kept up with Ricky good,” 
Menard said, “Denny got outside 
and look away the momentum 
... Probably the fastest car here, 
Should be in Victory Lane.” 

Trevor Bayne, who won for 
Roush in lexas last November, 
wasn’t in the race because the 


team didn't enter the No. 60 car 
because of a lack of sponsorship. 
That was even though Bayne 
had completed every lap the first 
five races and was fourth in 
points, 

Carl Edwards won the previ¬ 
ous two Nationwide races in 
Texas to start the Roush streak 
That came after Joe Gibbs drivers 
won five in a row. 

Roush said after the race he 
has had some encouraging talks 
about potential sponsorship and 
hopes to get Bayne back out for 
a significant portion of the sea¬ 
son. 

The race restarted with 28 
laps left after a caution caused 
when an inside bank of lights 
near Turn 3 coming off the back- 
stretch went out for the second 
time in the race. 

When track officials deter* 
mined the problem was caused 
by a bad breaker, there was a red 


flag for 5 % minutes to make re¬ 
pairs. 

“It wasn’t that bad at all. As 
soon £ls they went out the first 
time under caution, I said we 
were good to go,” Stenhouse 
said. “They went out under 
green and we went a few laps 
through there. I thought it was 
fine. Some people have a differ¬ 
ent opinion, but it was probably 
safer to stop and get it going.” 

Dillon and David Ragan were 
the only lead-tap cars that didn't 
pit when the caution Hag first 
came out, and they were 1-2 
when the race resumed. 

Stenhouse and Menard quick¬ 
ly got by Ragan, and were ,25 
seconds behind Dillon one lap 
later. 

A few laps later, they both 
passed Dillon, driving the No. 3 
car for grandfather Richard 
Childress, with Stenhouse lead¬ 
ing the way* 


There was one more caution, 
and Hamlin raced to the outside 
after the restart and almost got 
past Sterihouse, who led three 
times for 68 laps. 

Stenhouse had an early 3-sec- 
on d lead, but lost five spots dur¬ 
ing an early pit stop. 

The lights first went out mid¬ 
way through the race during a 
caution. 

“It’s dark over there,” Dale 
Earnhardt Jr. was heard saying 
over his radio. 

That caution period was ex 
tended a few extra laps while the 
problem was resolved and the 
lights came back on. 

About 60 laps later, those 
lights went out again. There were 
actually a couple of laps run un¬ 
der green before the caution 
came out and the cars were 
brought down pit road and 
parked while the problem was 
fixed for good. 


IndyCar not budging on unapproved engine changes

LONG BEACH, Calif* - 

IndyCar is not considering chang¬ 
ing its policy against unapproved 
engine changes, even though 14 
drivers will be penalized before 
die start of today’s race at Long 
Beach, 

IndyCar vice president of tech¬ 
nology Will Phillips said all teams 
that change engines before per 
miffed will be dropped 10 spots 
on the starting grid. 

'Just because there’s been a lot 
of them this weekend, how would 
the people who have already 
served that penalty feel if we 
changed our minds?” Phillips said 
Friday. “So we’ve set our prece¬ 
dent and well follow it through, 
because that’s what die teams 
want. They want firm rules and 
they want to know where they 


stand. 

“As long as a rule is enforced 
the same for everyone, they will 
accept it ” 

Chevrolet pulled Lhe engines 
from all 11 of its drivers when 
teams arrived Thursday for the 
Toyota Grand Prix of Long 
Beach. The changes were a pre¬ 
emptive measure based on some¬ 
thing officials found alter James 
Hinchdiffe blew an engine dur¬ 
ing a Monday test at Sonoma. 

Lotus drivers Sebastien Bour- 
dais, Oriol Serna and Katherine 
I^egge also have changed their en¬ 
gines. Bom dais’ engine was 
changed after the April 1 race at 
Barber, while Legge and Servia 
made engine changes Friday. 

Now, more than half the field 
will be shuffled right before the 
start of the race today. 

The engine rule was designed 
as a cost-containment measure 


this season as IndyCar welcomed 
competing engine manufacturers 
for the first time in seven years. 
Honda had been the sole series 
supplier, but Chevrolet and Lotus 
entered competition this season. 

The engine leases are provid¬ 
ed to teams at a nearly rock bot 
tom price of $690,000 for the sea¬ 
son, and all teams are only al¬ 
lowed five engines for the year 
without incurring further penalty. 
But, IndyCar also has required 
d ial all teams use the same engine 
through today, the third race of 
the season. 

A change is permitted after 
Long Beach, but engines will be 
required to run 1,850 miles before 
they can be changed again. 
Phillips said he’s presently finaliz¬ 
ing how engine changes will be 
handled during the monthlong 
preparations for the Indianapolis 
500, 


There’s been some grumbling 
that penalizing a driver 10 starting 
spots isn’t fair for an engine 
change, and the manufacturer 
should be the only one to suffer. 
Phillips said it’s not an individual 
effort. 

“The manufacturers come 
here to get their engine in first 
place, so we feel they do take a 
penalty and it’s not one-sided,” he 
said. “The manufacturer and the 
team are in this together 
Chevrolet lost an engine in 
Sonoma, and they made a choice: 
Rather than lose any engines here 
and risk not getting any points 
here, they chose to take the penal 
ty for fitting a fresh engine. 

“If they start in 10th, or 15th or 
25th, they still have a chance to 
win the race and score the points. 
Had they not chosen to do that, 
and had a problem in fire race, 
they’d have got nothing. So we do 


feel die entrants and the manufac¬ 
turers are in it together,” 

And what about the initial 
penalty levied against Hinchdiffe, 
who had his engine failure in a 
test session separate from a race 
weekend? 

“I can see being penalized if it 
happens during a race weekend, 
but what does testing have to do 
with it?" asked team owner Chip 
Ganassi, who fields Hon das for 
his lour ecus, “That’s why you 
test, to find tilings out ” 

But Phillips said there 1$ no dis¬ 
tinction between racing and test¬ 
ing, and he doesn’t anticipate 
IndyCar ever allowing separate 
engines for the tw o programs. 

“There aren't separate testing 
for budgets. It’s one package,” 
Phillips said. “Creating separate 
budgets will destroy the principle 
of cost containment.”

Students to compete in 
NASA moonbuggy race 


Annual event 
encourages 
engineering effort

HUNTSVILLE, Ala, Student 
teams from across the United States 
and as far away as Russia and India 
were in north Alabama Lhis week¬ 
end for the Great Moonbuggy 
Race, an annual competition staged 
by NASA to encourage engineering

The 19th annual race began Fri¬ 
day at the U S. Space and Rocket 
Center, with 88 two person teams 
from 20 states, Puerto Rico and five 
foreign countries pedaling four- 
wheeled contraptions around a 
half-mile course covered with grav¬ 
el humps, wooden obstacles, a sand 
pit and tires.

Each moonbuggy has one male 
and one female rider, and Lhe vehi¬ 
cles are required to be small 
enough to fit into a small box 4-foot 
square, similar to the size of real lu¬ 
nar ravers used on the surface of 
the moon during the Apollo pro¬ 
gram. 

Sarah Partisan, 15, and Clinton 
Jones, lb, of Pan a, Ill., found out 
how challenging the course can be 
when the steering mechanism 
broke on their rig during Lhe race, 
forcing them to push their moon¬ 
buggy pail of the way. Students 
have been working on the school’s 
moonbuggy since last summer, 


Jones said.

“IPs a lot harder than it looks/ 
said Parkison. 

Evgeniy Zakutin, 24, is partici¬ 
pating for the first time as captain of 
the Russian team from the 
International Space Institute, based 
in Germany. Corporate sponsors 
and donors covered the nearly 
$40,000 cost of the team's sleek, ex¬ 
pertly engineered vehicle, he said, 
but it's still not easy bringing a 
moonbuggy from Moscow to north 
Alabama in cases and backpacks. 

“We traveled From Germany 
then built the moonbuggy there 
and then traveled together with 
German team/ said Zakutin. 

The more than 500 student par 
ticipants have to assemble their rac¬ 
ers at the starting line, similar to the 
way astronauts prepared rovers lor 
work on the moon. After that, they 
compete to see who can navigate 
the course’s obstacles the quickest.
